HIS ROYAL HIGHNESS PRINCE NORODOM SIHANOUK, ORGANIZES THE

THE PUPPET REGIMES ESTABLISHED BY IMPERIALISM IN SAIGON, 

PHNOM PENH AND SEOUL CONSTITUTE, AS WE CAN SEE, THE 
MAIN OBSTACLE TO THE RETURN OF PEACE IN ASIA. AND THAT IS 
WHY THEY HAVE BEEN REJECTED BY THE PEOPLES OF VIET-NAM, 
CAMBODIA AND KOREA. THEY OWE THERE SURVIVAL SOLELY TO THE 
VAST MATERIAL AND HUMAN RESOURCES OF IMPERIALISM USES IN 
THEIR COUNTRIES TO PROTECT ITS INTERESTS IN ASIA. ... 

OUR ORGANIZATION CANNOT CONTINUE TO IDENTITY ITSELF 
WITH THOSE REGIMES WITHOUT RENOUNCING ITS PRIMARY MISSION. 

IT IS THEREFORE HIGH TIME FOR IT TO MEET THE ASPIRATIONS OF 
THE PEOPLES OE SOUTH EAST ASIA, WHICH HAVE NOT KNOWN THE 
JOYS OF PEACE FOR MORE THAN A QUARTER CENTURY, BY CALLING 
ON THE THIEU ADMINISTRATION CORRECTLY TO APPLY THE PARIS 
AGREEMENTS, BY RESTORING TO THE GOVERNMENT OE NATIONAL UNION 
OF CAMBODIA ITS LEGITIMATE RIGHTS IN THAT COUNTRY, AND BY 
WITHDRAWING FOREIGN TROOPS STATIONED IN KOREA UNDER THE FLAG
